Never siiico tho grautins ol the great tract 
of land to tho Indians at tho close of tho1 
Sioux war have the Indians bocn so thor- 
oughly awakened or tho white settlors so 
deeply interested. It has been supposed. 
by a great majority of tho reading people 
tl.at Uie "yiuiix Reservation, containing; 
2.2,000,000 acres of laud, v.'ns opened for 
settlement by the recent act of Congress, 
btit the clause making it necessary to sc- 
rai'utlic eor.sont of thfcc-fourths of t.he 
liaiiatis may keep the land from tho pub'J-o 
domain for many .yours. The commission 
appointed by President Cleveland to qoa- 
1'er with the Indians arrived here yester- 
day and will hold a coafcrcr.ee with the 
Sioux chiefs and 5,000 of their followers. ' 


Nearly tho entire! 5,000 Indians of this 


agency nre ca:npcd within two allies of 
Kort Yntes, and additions to their numbers' 
ore nrrlvinff 
hourly. 
The wily Sioux 


hravcs have not waited to meet the
